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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Currently, claims 6-9, and 19 are pending and allowed. 

2. In the prior action, the Final action mailed on June 13, 2006, claims 6-9, and 19 were 
pending in the application, with claim 19 rejected, and claims 6-9 allowed. In the After Final 
Response of June 19, 2006, the Applicant amended claim 19. In view of these amendments and 
the amendments of the below Examiner's Amendment, the claims are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In view of the amendments thereto (and change of font for the symbol) the objection is 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. (Prior Rejection- Withdrawn) Claim 19 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement with respect to the 
genus of compositions comprising contiguous fragments of SEQ ID NO: 6 wherein said 
fragments induce interferon-y production in immunocompetent cells. In view of the amendments 
to the claim, the rejection is withdrawn.
